It isn't often that a boycott by angry consumers defeats 
a foreign cartel, so it's a pleasure to note that just that 
kind of victory is taking place in the coffee trade. 
Since the United States is the world’s largest coffee 
market and Americans were thought to be hooked on the 
stuff, the governments of Brazil, Colombia and a few 
other producers thought consumers here would pay any 
price. 
After a severe frost in Brazil in 1975 tightened supplies, 
governments and speculators began manipulating the 
market and boosting export taxes to drive prices 
relentlessly higher. 
At first the market-rigging worked, enriching ex­ 
porters as consumers paid more and more. But early 
this year, as retail priprices went through the $4-a pound 
barrier, something snapped and many Americans 
stopped buying. 
During the first five months of this year retail coffee 
sales were 20 per cent lower than the comparable period 
in 1976 and, lo and behold, the laws of supply and demand 
have started to do their work. 
General Foods Corp., the largest domestic coffee 
roaster, has cut prices on all its brands by 30 cents a 
pound. That will lower the wholesale price of Maxwell 
House coffee, its leading brand, to $3.71 a pound. 
In Cincinnati, Folger Coffee Co., the second largest 
roaster, reduced the wholesale price of its ground coffee 
30 cents a pound to $3.68. Folger has cut the wholesale 
price of its coffee 75 cents since May 12, citing the stiff 
industry-wide drop in sales. 
Some supermarket chains have responded by reducing 
the retail price of ground coffee below $4 a pound, the 
first drop in two years. More declines can be expected as 
lower wholesale prices are reflected on grocery shelves 
In fact, if there is no killing frost in Brazil this July, 
prices may have peaked for many years. The higher 
profit in coffee has attracted new countries to the field 
and caused established growers to expand their plan­ 
tings. 
Thus there should be overproduction in two to three 
years and downward pressure on prices. Much of the 
credit will go to consumers who knew when to get fed up. 
It is a shame they show no signs of being able to cut 
gasoline use as dramatically and bring OPEC to its 
knees.

A Mixad-up Bunch

WASHINGTON - The 
transformation of Ervil 
LeBaron into a meaaani mur­ 
derer is an unfinished story still 
being written in blood. 
It’s the story of a religious 
fanatic who sees himself as 
God’s avenger and sends 
armed women to strike down 
the nonbelievers. 
It’s the story of the Old West 
come alive again, with shoot­ 
ings and burtiwackinp in the 
remote, nigged countryside 
where Butch Cassidy and the 
Sundance Kid once roamed. 
But mast of all, it’s the mga 
of the LeBarons, a violent 
family, whaee lives have had a 
bizarre Old Testament quality. 
The sons came out of the 
desert, claiming to be prophets 
in the Moses tradition. Two of 
them reenacted the Cain and 
Abel story, with Brvil doing in 
his brother Joel. Then Bvil 
sent his women, armed with 
shotguns and firebombs, to 
destroy Joel’s followers, much 
as the Israelitas fell upon the 
false priests of BaaL 
The trouble began with the 
practice of polygamy by a few 
early Mormons in their isol­ 
ated desert communities. A 
disapproving federal govern­ 
ment outlawed polygamy, and 
the church responded by 
abolishing the practice in 1800. 
But a few unreconstructed 
polygamists settled in Mexico. 
It was in this environment that 
Alma Dayer LeBaron was 


He became otaMSsed with the 
idea that the Mormon church 
had gone astray and that he 
was the true .rophet. The 
authority had oeen conferred 
upon him, he claimed, by his 
deceased grandfather who had 
appeared to him in angelic 
form 
The resurrected ancestor, in 
turn, had received the holy 
authority from the Mormon 
prophet Joseph Smith. 
LeBaron promised to bequeath 
it, as a birthright, to the most 
worthy of Ms seven sons. They 
have been touting over (Ms 
ethereal birthright for two 
decades, with startling results. 
The oldest son, Benjamin, 
was the fint to claim the in­ 
heritance. He proclaimed him­ 
self the true prophet, “Mighty 
and Strong.” To demonstrate 
his holy strength, he once held 
up traffic far 30 minutes while 
he did pushups in the center of 
a busy Salt Lake Qty intersec­ 
tion. 
Investigative reporter Dale 
Van Atta has reported in the 
Deseret News that Benjamin 
also had the habit of roaring 
like a lion to dramatize his 
claim to be the “Lion of Israel“ 
He wound up his ministry in a 
SUCCeSBOn Of 
Joel LeBaron was the next 
brother to claim Ms father's 
divine authority. The old 
patriarch personally ordained 
him as the true successor, Joel 


declared. Relatives remember 
him as a benevolent prophet, 
Christ-like m his ministrations. 
But Joel’s dispensation 
ended in tragedy after his 
younger brother, Ervil, began 
to challenge first his dogma 
and then his authority. As the 
dispute deepened, the terrible- 
tempered Brvil threatened his 
brother’s life. 
Joel responded by excom­ 
municating Bvil from the fold. 
In the eyes of Joel’s followers, 
B-vil was a Judas. He became 
a Cain and implemented the 
threat against his brother. In 
August, 1972, Joel was brutally 
slain. The Mexican authorities 
accused Ervil of arranging the 
murder, which was actually 
committed by one of Ervil’s 
fanptical Hiariptos. 
The brilliant, dynamic Ervil 
LeBaron demonstrated an 
ability to fire his followers with 
such zeal that they would die 
for him or kill for him. He 
trained them from childhood 
not only to handle weapons but 
to use them in his holy cause 
ft was the women, however, 
who were assigned most of the 
murder missions. They would 
be housewives by day and, oc­ 
casionally, murderers by night. 
He sent them in December, 
1974, on a ghastly Christmas 
crusade. They bushwacked, 
burned and shot up the Mex­ 
ican town of Los Molinos 
where Joel’s followers dwelt 
Only two, miraculously, were 
killed. Another 19 were 
wounded. 
On a ramshackle farm out­ 
side Salt Lake Qty, meanwhile, 
another brother claims to be 
his father’s true heir. Roes 
LeBaron leads a church with 
no members. His only followers 
are goats, which he raises. 
He has the zany, happy look 
of comedian Red Skelton. Like 
the martyred Joel, Rose is at 
peace with the world, a gentle 
soul awaiting the Second Com­ 


ing. That he expects the 
Messiah to arrive in a flying 
saucer is dismissed by his 
neighbors as merely another of 
his eccentricities. “ Ross 
LeBaron doesn’t have a violent 
bone in his body,” a neighbor 
told our associate Marc 
Smolonsky. 
Yet violence may be his 
legacy. He stands in the way of 
Ervil’s mad quest to become 
his father’s sole spiritual heir. 
Already, Ross has received 
ominious threats from his 
brother. But he seems oblivious 
to the danger. As Ross sees it. 
Ervil will cleanse the kingdom 
of the wicked and prepare the 
way for him to take over as the 
true prophet Meanwhile, Ross 
is content to shepherd his goats. 
The youngest brother, 
Verlan LeBaron, has taken 
bverthe 
that Joel headed 
before his violent death. Now 
Verlan’s name, apparently, is 
at the top of Ervil’s execution 
list. Associates say he is 
philosophical about the threats 
from his brother, hut he is also 
secretive about his movements. 
He was related by marriage 
to the late Dr. Rulon Allred, the 
leader of 1,000 polygamists. 
The doctor was also threatened 
by the evil Ervil. Last May, 
Allred was gunned down tty 
two women who burst into his 
office and shot him in cold 
blood. 
This leaves two brothers - 
Alma, Jr., who presides over a 
small flock in San Diego and 
Floren, who is trying to start 
his own religious movement in 
Nicaragua. Both have been 
th r e a te n e d 
by 
th eir 
bloodthirsty brother. 
Ervil, meanwhile, has raised 
his sights. Sources dose to his 
wild bunch say he intends to 
conquer the world.

WASHINGTON - Whatever 
did happen to “Oilcan Eddie" 
Sadlowski who was such a big 
man in steel last winter? 
Almost literally his name was 
on 
the 
quili-tip 
of 
most 
proletarian 
culture-mongers 
across the world. His was a bold 
venture. 
In 
tandem 
with 
Victor 
Reuther and many American 
intellectuals, artists, Hollywood 
hucksters ' and 
regional 
unionists, he bid for control of 
the powerful 1.4 million-member 
United Steelworkers union. And 
he and his allies are true 
believers. 
With “steel" as a 
base they were certain they 
could change the course of 
American labor, politics and the 
White House. 
The 38-year-oid Sadlowski last 
the Feb. 8 election to Lloyd 
McBride. 
Weil, officially not yet. 
Today he's costing the federal 
budget at least $1 million. 
That’s what it’s taking for the 
U.S. L ab« Department to in­ 
vestigate the poll because of 
Sadlowski’s official challenge of 
the results. 
And that’s only for starters. If 
for some reason the Labor 
D epartm ent's 
investigative 
special branch of elections and 
trusteeships recommends to the 
Secretary of Labor Ray Mar­ 
shall that there be a rerun of the 
United Steelworkers of America 
prasidential election, it may cost 
millions more. There are some 
5,675 USWA locals. 
Few realize how mud) money 
the L ab « Department has been 
pouring into such challenges, 
probes and reruns.

tab to the taxpayers was over 
$4.7 million. 
Right now there are some 250 
“compliance officers” working 
in teams across the U.S. in­ 
vestigating Sadlowski’s charges 
against McBride.

Buffalo, Boston, Atlanta, New 
O rleans and Los Angeles, 
struggling through the wearying 
process of interviewing wit­ 
nesses in search of evidence of 
ballot tampering and official 
topside pressure. Sadlowski has 
charged the backers of the 
winner, Lloyd McBride, who ran 
m « e than 79,000 votes ahead,

But the costly government 
investigation is all a “sham,” 
says Sadlowski’s attorney, the 
perennial Joseph Rauh Jr. who 
with Vic Reuther found Big Ed 
in the USW dostroct 31 (Chicago- 
Gary area) some two years ago 
and made a bid for leadership of 
the American la b « movement 
What Rauh now actually la

is

18,000 steel union officials - 
including those in the Canadian 
locals over which it so happens 
the Ui>.

The enormity of it all can be 


seen in the size of the national 
steel union’s officaidom.

SCORE ONE FOR CONSUMERS 
It isn’t often that a boycott by angry consumers defeats 
a foreign cartel, so it’s a pleasure to note that just that 
kind of victory is taking place in the coffee trade. 
Since the United States is the world’s largest coffee 
market and Americans were thought to be hooked on the 
stuff, the governments of Brazil, Colombia and a few 
other producers thought consumers here would pay any 
price. 
After a severe fro6t in Brazil in 1975 tightened supplies, 
governments and speculators began manipulating the 
market and boosting export taxes to drive prices 
relentlessly higher. 
At first the market-rigging worked, enriching ex­ 
porters as consumers paid more and more. But early 
this year, as retail priprices went through the $4-a pound 
barrier, something snapped and many Americans 
stopped buying 
During the first five months of this year retail coffee 
sales were 20 per cent lower than the comparable period 
in 1976 and, lo and behold, the laws of supply and demand 
have started to do their work. 
General Foods Corp., the largest domestic coffee 
roaster, has cut prices on all its brands by 30 cents a 
pound. That will lower the wholesale price of Maxwell 
House coffee, its leading brand, to $3 71 a pound 
In Cincinnati, Folger Coffee Co., the second largest 
roaster, reduced the wholesale price of its ground coffee 
30 cents a pound to $3 68. Folger has cut the wholesale 
price of its coffee 75 cents since May 12, citing the stiff 
industry-wide drop in sales 
Some supermarket chains have responded by reducing 
the retail price of ground coffee below $4 a pound, the 
first drop in two years. More declines can be expected as 
lower wholesale prices are reflected on grocery shelves 
In fact, if there is no killing fro6t in Brazil this July, 
prices may have peaked for many years 
The higher 
profit in coffee has attracted new countries to the field 
and caused established growers to expand their plan­ 
tings 
Thus there should be overproduction in two to three 
years and downward pressure on prices. Much of the 
credit will go to consumers who knew when to get fed up. 
It is a shame they show no signs of being able to cut 
gasoline use as dramatically and bring OPEC to its 
knees

Grand jury studies firms 


(AP) — A federal grand jury on Wednesday 
explored relationships between the Progressive Farmers 
Association, a bankrupt Springfield farm cooperative, and a firm 
headed by three prominent Missourians. 
Asit began taking testimony in its investigation, the grand jury 
heard testimony on Gulf Freeway Associates, Ltd. The firm is a 
lunited partnership composed of L t Gov. William C. Phelps of 
Missouri, state Sen. Paul Bradshaw, R+Sprii«field, and William 
A. Ryan, a Springfield real estate broker. The three general part­ 
ners sold 38 limited partnerships at $10,000 each. 
Since 1975, two of those limited partnerships were held by PFA 
principals. 
Gulf Freeway was a limited partnership formed in 1972 to 
purchase the St. Patrick apajrtments, a 205-unit complex in 
Houston, for tax shelter purposes. The apartments were sold late 
last month. 
PFA filed for bankruptcy May 13. Judge Jack C. Jones of 
federal bankruptcy court said after a creditors’ hearing last 
week that claims against PFA were so large that the claims of 
some 7,000 investors "won’t be worth the price of a 13-cent 
stamp.’’ 
Among those testifying Wednesday were Ryan; BUI Lloyd, a 
Springfield police detective who has headed an investigation of 
PFA, and two real estate appraisers whose names appeared on 
appraisals of Missouri property. 
The grand jury is scheduled to hear further testimony today.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sources say (he Carter administration is 
seriously considering scrapping federal housing subsidy 
programs and using the money to meet welfare expenses. 
A source famUiar with the plan says the idea came up during 
discussions of the welfare reform measure that President Carter 
has promised to send Congress next month. The source said the 
plan was tied in with the administration’s current inclination to 
replace welfare with a modified guaranteed annual income of 
$4,700 a year for a famUy of four. 
The suggestion has sparked a battle within the administration. 
Also at issue are major portions of the government’s policy 
toward revitalization of the nation’s cities. 


Many now under poverty line 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government figures show that thou­ 
sands of Americans were pushed below the official poverty level 
by a strange combination of spiraling inflation and long-term 
unemployment in 1974. 
New Census bureau figures indicate that the number of people 
the government considers to be poor rose nearly 11 per cent 
between 1974 and 1975. 
In 1974, there were 23,370,000 Americans listed as poor. The 
1975 figures showed that more than 24 million more people were 
living in poverty. 
"These were the years when there were an additional number 
of people who fell below the poverty line — people who would not 
normally be poor,’’ said Arno I. Winard, staff assistant for 
poverty statistics at the Census Bureau. 


Death an apparent suicide 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Police in northern Virginia are in­ 
vestigating the apparent suicide of the wife of Rep. John Young, 
D+Tex. The congressman was a key figure in last year’s Capitol 
Hill sex scandal. 
Authorities said Jane Young, 55, mother of five children ages 15 
to 24, was found shot to death Wednesday night in her suburban 
Virginia home. Police said the fatal wound appeared to be self- 
inflicted. 
A police spokesman said the cause of death is under investi­ 
gation, pending a ruling by the county’s medical examiner, Dr. 
Claude Cooper. 
Cooper, informed of the death Wednesday night by a reporter, 
said he planned to examine the body "sometime Thursday." 


Jury selection goes slowly 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) — Jury selection moved slowly into its 
third day today with only six prospective jurors selected in the 
trial of two men accused of the bomb slaying erf Arizona Republic 
reporter Don Bolles. 
Four persons were seated during Wednesday’s session while 
three others were rejected following questioning by Maricopa 
County Superior Court Judge Howard Thompson. 
Approved during Wednesday’s session was a receptionist, a 
U.S. Post Office employe, a housewife and an office manager for 
an insurance firm. 
All approvals were challenged by Paul Smith, attorney for 
Phoenix contractor Max Dunlap, 48, and by David Derickson, 
attorney for Chandler plumber James Robison, 55. 
Dunlap is accused of hiring Robison and John Adamson, 33, to 
kill Bolles. The newspaper reporter died of injuries suffered 
when a bomb exploded under his car at a mid-town hotel parking 
lot 
Adamson agreed to testify against Robison and Dunlap aft«' 
pleading guilty to second degree murder charges in January. 
Defense attorneys made the most strenuous objections to the 
approval of the receptionist, who said she worked for an in­ 
surance firm where two men whe are possible witnesses in the 
murder case are employed. 
She said she would prefer not to sit as a juror in the case, saying 
she is nervous and did not want the responsibility to decide the 
case.

It is the combined findings of 
18 major private social service 
agencies in New York City. It is 
called “Myths and Realities of 
Welfare in New York.” I hope 
you will print it. 
I am a Brooklyn reader, 
physically handicapped, and I 
can’t tell you haw pleased I was 
to read this. Please share it with 
the world. 
“ The maximum monthly 
welfare grant in New York City 
for a family of four, not in­ 
cluding rent allowance, is $258, 
or about $15 per week for each 
family 
member’s 
basic 
necessities - a survey of welfare 
mothers in New York City in 
1974 found that 56 per cent were 
spending less for food than the 
cost of a nutritionally adequate 
diet; 86 per cent of the families 


reported running out of food at 
the end of most check periods; 
and 41 per cent said that their 
families experienced varying 
degrees of hunger at all tim es.. 
. More than 60 per cent of the 
welfare clients in New York City 
are children under the age of 18 
who do not enjoy the advantages 
afforded their peers in working 
families. 


“The popular misconception 
that all welfare recipients are 
lazy is widespread. 


“Says the report: ‘Only 3 per 
cent of people receiving welfare 
are able to hold a job. 
Most 
clients 
are young children, 
mothers who try to care for 
them, and people with severe 
healjh problems. 
Some able- 
bodied 
adults 
who 
receive 
welfare are on the relief rolls 
because they can’t Find jobs for 
which they were trained. 
What’s more, their education 
has been so poor they are semi­ 
literate.’” - N.Y. Reader

Kansas City Royals’ relief ace Mark Littell, who has played in 
three all-star games in the minor leagues, would like to make it 
number four next Tuesday night in New York. But he’s not get­ 
ting his hopes up. 
“Billy’s so unpredictable.” pointed out the former Gideon 
resident about New York Yankee manager Billy Martin. As 
manager of the defending champion Yanks, Martin will select the 
remaining players and pitchers for Tuesday night's game at 
historic Yankee Stadium. The starting eight players, chosen by 
the fans, were announced Wednesday. 
Littell used the example of teammate George Brett to back up 
his point about the judgement erf Martin. “Martin thought Nettles 
was better than Brett,” said Mark, pointing out that the \ ankee 
skipper has said publicly that he has planned to pull Brett, voted 
to the starting lineup by the fans, and insert his own third 
baseman Graig Nettles as soon as Brett has played the minimum 
two innings required for All-Star starters 
The 1976 Royals Pitcher of the Year played in his first 
professional all-star game in 1972 when he was in Class A 
baseball. He was honored twice at the Triple-A level at Omaha in 
the American Association 
Although the honor of being selected for the game is the big 
reason the righthander would like to be picked, the fact that the 
contest will be in New York gives Littell an added reason to want 
in on the action at the big league level It was in New \ ork. you 
remember that Littell served up a home run ball to Chris 
Chambliss of the Yanks in the ninth inning to give the Yankees 
the American League pennant in the playoffs against the Royals, 
Mark would no doubt like to show the fans of New York and the 
millions of television viewers that he is a better pitcher. 
"He’ll probably go w ith a lefthander and a righthander out of 
the bullpen," said Littell. who sports a fine 2.73 ERA just before 
the All-Star break He admits that there are other relievers in the 
circuit that are having better seasons this year, and says that his 
only advantage over them may be his statistics of a year ago. 
Mark talked about the Western Division pennant race, which 
currently (as of Wednesday1 finds the Royals four games behind 
the surprising Chicago White Sox and a half game ahead of the 
Minnesota Twins. 
“Minnesota and Chicago are stronger,” observed Littell in 
defense of his own club, holding that the Royals are no weaker 
than they were a year ago. 
He said that he expects the White Sox to drop out of the race 
soon because of their lack of pitching depth. “The White Sox are 
gonna go into a slump,” Mark insisted. He said that the Twins 
also don’t have much pitching depth, but said that their big bats 
(namely Lyman Bo6tock and Rod Carew l might keep them in the 
race a little longer. 
The depth and balance of his own Kansas City team will prevail 
in the long run. he said confidently 
And Littlell’s role in sports is no longer confined to that of a 
participant. His latest venture is a three-minute sports show that 
runs twice a day on a Country-Western station in Kansas City, 
KAYQ. He packs highlights and commentary on baseball and 
other sports into the show, writing his own scripts, "Marcia help6 
me with it a lot," he said of his wife, who is a communications 
major at the University of Missouri-Kansas City. Mark also 
attends UMKC in the off season.

Pitts' company has published 
a 
geophysical 
map of the 
United States showing natural 
gas sediment areas in the 48 
southern 
states 
based 
on 
geophysical studies. 
Described by other industry 
sources, as a “reputable man,” 
Pitts runs a company that oper­ 
ates more than 300 gas wells in 
East Texas and also has hold­ 
ings and leases in Tennessee, 
Kentucky, South Dakota and 
Mississippi. 
He also owned a geophysical 
survey firm until 1967. 
“There are 
three million 
square miles of potential oil 
and natural gas on shore and 
offshore in the United States,” 
he said in an interview. 
“Production has been found 
only on two per cent of the 
three million square miles. To 
tell the American public that 
natural gas has had it is mis­ 
leading.” 
Pitts said he has met with 
FEA officials and also testified 
before 
congressional 
com­ 
mittees. 
After explaining that most of 
the drilling has been done at 
relatively shallow depths, Pitts 
added. "There is basin after 
basin of deep sediments." 
Sediment areas off the north­ 
eastern coasts where his com­ 
pany made several surveys and 
found sediments up to 30.000 
feet are also marked on his 
maps. “But not a single well 
has been drilled there," he 
said. 
He said other basins have 
been tapped only at shallow 
depths. 
The problem is one of eco­ 
nomics, he explained. It co6ts 
more to drill at those depths 
and investors are not going to 
put their money in a venture 
that cannot be profitable at pri­ 
ces now regulated by the feder­ 
al government in the inter-state 
market. 
Pitts said his own company 
stopped drilling for inter-state 
markets back in the 60s “be­ 
cause we could not afford it at 
the low prices.” 
In Texas, where the price is 
not regulated by state agencies, 
he said, “We do not have a cri­ 
sis We had one several years 
ago and as soon as the prices 
went 
up 
more wells were 
drilled ” 
In areas like the Mississippi 
Basin, he said, wells have been 
drilled at 17,000 feet in sedi­ 
ment areas that go down to 25,- 
000 feet 
He cited the discovery in 
East Texas of two new fields 
by drilling to 13,500 feet in 
areas where previous wells had 
gone only to 8,000 feet. 
There is no absolute guaran­ 
tee that the gas will be found in 
some of the basins, he said, but 
he adds, “if the geological for­ 
mation is the same as those of 
areas where we have found 
gas. it is reasonable to expect 
that we will find gas there 
too.” 
He said what can be guaran­ 
teed is that someone will invest 
the money if the chance of 
making a profit is there 
The profits can come only if 
the prices are deregulated, he 
stated 
Deregulation will bring high­ 
er prices, he admitted, but he 
dismissed rumors of uncon­ 
trolled increases saying that a 
high percentage of the cost of 
gas goes for the maintenance of 
existing pipelines which are not 
being used. Only 20 per cent, he 
said, goes to the producer at

MALICE 
TOWARD 
NONE. By Stephen B. Oates. 
Harper & Row. 436 Pages. 
$15.95. 
Another book on Lincoln! 
Yes, but don’t automatically 
dismiss it. Especially if you 
happen to be looking for an up- 
to-date, one-volume general ex­ 
amination of the man and his 
life. If so, this will do fine. 
It’s written in layman’s lan­ 
guage and in an easy-to-read 
style, uncluttered with footnotes 
and lengthy excerpts from bor­ 
ing historical documents. 
No scholar will point to this 
book as a definitive history of 
Lincoln because it wasn't writ­ 
ten for that purpose. And no 
reader can say upon finishing 
reading it that he is an expert 
on Lincoln. It wasn’t written 
for that either. 
It’s simply a modern, concise 
examination of the man and his 
life. And it is the latest of a 
long line of biographies — the 
publisher says it’s the first full- 
fledged study of Lincoln in 17 
years. 
Perhaps the most interesting 
attraction for today's average 
reader would be its presenta­ 
tion of Lincoln’s attitudes and 
actions regarding slavery, a 
topic that recently has drawn 
fresh interest. 
The evolution of Lincoln’s 
views and actions might be sur­ 
prising to those who haven’t ex­ 
amined them thoroughly and in 
light of current critical exam­ 
ination by Lincoln scholars.

Carter has said he will decide 
next month whether to order 
production of the warheads, 
which 
kill 
more 
by 
high­ 
ly-concentrated radiation than 
the explosive power of more 
traditional nuclear weapons. 
In his unsuccessful fight to 
kill the neutron appropriation, 
Hatfield had significant De­ 
mocratic 
support, 
including 
Sens. Edward Kennedy of Mas­ 
sachusetts, Gary Hart of Colo­ 
rado and Majority Whip Alan 
Cranston of California. 
A closer vote had been ex­ 
pected. Hatfield lost a similar 


attempt by a 43 to 42 vote July

One reflection of the impor­ 
tance placed on the issue by 
Carter was the presence of 
Vice President Walter Mondale, 
who was dressed in a tuxedo 
and would have been called 
upon to break any tie votes. .

The Byrd-Baker compromise 
passed after Kennedy failed in 
an attempt to allow a veto by 
just one House of Congress. Un­ 
til Wednesday, the cost of the 
neutron warheads, to be in­ 
stalled in artillery shells and 
Lance missiles, had been clas­ 
sified secret.
